In recent years hundreds of thou- 
sands of pounds of English holly have 
been shipped from orchards on the west 
coast. Properly cut, treated with hor- 
mones to retain the berries and foliage 
and carefully shipped, they arrive in the 
markets of most large cities in fine con- 
dition. English holly, Ilex aquifolium, 
is undoubtedly more attractive, The 
leaves are glossier while the berries on 
most varieties are larger 

While American and English hollies 
are the two species most closely identi- 
fied with holiday use, several other 
kinds should not be overlooked. Impor- 
tant among these is the horned holly, 
Ilex cornuta, from China. The leaves 
are extremely glossy and sharply spined 
while the berries are large and plentiful. 
Che variety, Burford, a chance seedling 
which in recent years, has become one 
of the most important hollies, has equal- 
ly leaves which have but one 
spine each. The berries are more plenti-
